Fred Briggs, Sikeston’s dog catch­ 
er, must stand trial at the next term 
of Circuit Court. 


Charged 
by 
Mayor 
N. E. Fuchs 
wit* having on or about the seventh 
day of October maliciously, unlaw­ 
fully and feloniously put and expos­ 
ed poison substances in people’s yards 
with intent that same should be tak­ 
en and swallowed by domestic ani- 
mal9 and, unlawfully, maliciously and 
feloniously administered poison to do­ 
mestic animals: to-wit, the dog of one 
Tom Meyers against the peace and 
dignity of the state, Briggs received 
his preliminary hearing before Jus­ 
tice of the Peace W. S. Smith, Satur­ 
day afternoon. Judge Smith held that 
the evidence was sufficient to justify 
the holding of Briggs 
until 
Circuit 
Court and placed his bond at $1000. 
The prosecution based its case 
in 
the large upon the testimony of two 
witnesses, 
Charles 
Arbaugh 
and 
Mayor Fuchs. 
Mr. Arbaugh’a testi­ 
mony revealed the fact that on the 
date first set 
for 
the 
preliminary 
hearing, Briggs paid him a visit try 
ing to straighten out matters. 
Ar- 
baugh’s dog was one of the number 
poisoned and Briggs told him on the 
occasion of that visit pointing to 
a 
neighbor’s collie, ‘T here’s the dog 
the poison was 
put 
out 
for. 
The 
wrong dog got it”. 
This statement was used by 
the 
prosecution as an admission of guilt 
by Briggs, they claiming that he thus 
acknowledged having spread poison. 
Mayor Fuchs stated when on 
the 
witness stand that Briggs had a num­ 
ber of times come to him asking him 
to get the case dropped and promis­ 
ing that if he would, he would leave 
the state for a period of five years. 
This fact was also taken by the State 
as an admission of guilt by Briggs. 
In addition to these leading 
wit­ 
nesses a number of others testified, 
the State calling in the owners of the 
poisoned dogs to show that they had 
been poisoned, that their death came 
about shortly after a visit Briggs had 
made to the neighborhood, that pieces 
of bolgona sausage were found about 
the streets and yards, covered with a 
whitish 
powder 
which 
resembled 
strychnine. 
Dr. L. B. Adams, a vet- 
inary 
surgeon, 
W'as called 
to the 
stand. 
He had treated a number of 
the dogs and he testified that they 
had died of convulsions which from 
ail indications were caused by stryc- 
nine poisoning. 
W. E. Derris, retail 
druggist, testified that on four differ­ 
ent occasions, Briggs had bought 54 
grains of powdered strychnine with 
which to poison dogs. 
In cross examining the witness, the 
defense brought out the facts 
that 
none of the witnesses had seen Briggs 
administering poison, 
carrying any 
auspicious 
looking 
packages 
or 
throwing 
anything 
about 
in 
the 
streets and that there was no certain­ 
ty that the dogs actually died of poi­ 
son. 
They also showed that Briggs had 
stated in buying the strychnine 
his 
reason for so doing which, from the 
nature of his profession, was a legi­ 
timate one. 
Witnesses for the defense testified 
that Briggs was in the habit of kill­ 
ing dogs in the pound by poisoning 
them and that this task was clearly 
in line with his duties as dog catcher 
for the city. 
In the summing up the case, 
the 
prosecuting attorney indicated 
that 
during the month of October, licens­ 
ed dogs were promiscuously killed in 
an unlawful and felonious 
manner, 
that 
the 
circmustancial 
evidence 
clearly showed the dogs were killed 
by strychnine 
poison " placed upon 
meat which was scattered about the 
streets in a manner that was danger­ 
ous to the lives of children as well as 
dogs, that the defendant had made a 
practical confession of guilt to 
Mr. 
Arbaugh in admitting that the poi­ 
son was put there and the wrong dog 
got it, that the fact the defendant of­ 
fered to leave town if the case was 
dropped was another 
admission 
of 
guilt. 
The defense then tried 
to 
show 
that the evidence brought forth was 
purely circumstancial, 
that 
not 
a 
single witness swore that 
the 
dogs 
were actually poisoned by strychnine, 
that not one 
saw 
Briggs 
actually 
poisoning the dogs, that the purchas 
of the strychnine was made 
clearly 
in the line of his duties as dog catch­ 
er that he might poison dogs in 
the 
pound and that 
such circumstancial 
evidence was not sufficient to justify 
the court in holding the case over to 
circuit court. 
In bringing the case to a close, the 
prosecution reverted back to the tes­ 
timony of the Mayor and to Mr. Ar­ 


baugh, asking the question, that 
if 
the poison was put out for another 
dog and not Mr. Arbaugh’s, who put 
it there? 
He rested the case by stat­ 
ing that this evidence was more than 
circumstancial, it was 
an admission1 
which of itself was sufficient to bring1 
about a conviction. 
Judge Smith then stated that upon 
the evidence presented the case would 
have to be held over to the Circuit 
Court. 
Briggs’ bond was 
fixed 
at 
$1000, Gord Dill, Alf 
Carr, 
Casper 
Taylor, Lon Nall and 
Luther 
Glass 
acting as bondsmen.

Liilard county, which is the pres­ 
ent Lafayette county, was organized 
from the northwestern part of Coop­ 
er. 
The county was probably 
first 
named for Colonel William Liilard, a 
representative 
from Cooper county, 
who had served as a colonel in

Revolutionary war and had been one 
of the forty-one delegates who fram ­ 
ed Missouri’s first constitution. 
The 
five commissioners appointed by sec­ 
tion 2 of the act to select the site of 
the county seat, were James Liilard, 
John Duston, 
James 
Bounds, 
Sr., 
David McClelland and 
David Ward. 
It has always been assumed that the 
county was named for James Liilard 
since he was one of the five commis­ 
sioners. 
However, 
the 
evidence 
seems to point to 
Colonel 
William 
Liilard, Revolutionary War 
veteran 
and constitution maker, who was 
member of the first General Assem­ 
bly at the time of the organization of 
Liilard county. 
The 
first 
county 
court was held at the town of 
Mt 
Vernon, pending the selection of the 
county seat by 
the 
commissioners. 
The county bore the name of Liilard 
until February 16, 1825, when, by an 
act approved on this day, the name 
was changed to Lafayette, in honor of 
the Marquis de Lafayette, then a vis­ 
itor 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
change was doubtless inspired by the 
proposed visit of the 
distinguished 
Frenchman to St. Louis. 
The county 
of Ralls was 
taken 
from the northwestern 
portion 
of 
Pike County. 
It derived 
its name 
from 
Daniel 
Ralls, 
the legislator 
whose vote, cast when he was dying, 
elected 
Thomas 
H. Benton 
to the 
United States Senate. 
It will be re­ 
called that there was bitter contro­ 
versy in the firs General 
Assembly 
over the election 
of Benton. 
David 
Barton was chosen without 
opposi­ 
tion but the struggle over his 
col­ 
league was bitterly fought between 
Benton and others, before the ballot 
was taken. 
The Legislature was 
in 
session in St. Louis in the old 
Mis­ 
souri Hotel. 
Ralls, one of 
Benton’s 
supporters, was seriously ill in 
an 
upper room of the hotel. 
When the 
time arrived for the final vote on the 
election of senators he was carried in­ 
to the legislative chamber and 
cast 
his vote for Benton. 
He died before 
the close of the month. 
The commissioners of Ralls county, 
as named in the act of organization, 
were: Dabney Jones, James Garnett, 
Richard Jones, Stephen Glassock and 
Francis Grant. 
In accordance with 
the provision of section 4 of the law, 
the first courts were to be held 
at 
the house of William Jamison "un­ 
til the commissioners aforesaid, shall 
provide a court house and jail at the 
place they may select as the seat of 
justice for said county”. 
Provisions for the organization of 
the counties of Boone, Chariton, and 
Ray were contained in the law' of No­ 
vember 16, 1829, entitled "An act de­ 
fining the limits of Howard 
county, 
and laying off new counties within 
the limits of said county, as hereto­ 
fore defined”. 
Boone County, which comprised 
a 
part of the southeastern portion 
of 
the vast territory at that time em­ 
braced in Howard county, was named 
for Daniel Boone. 
The death of the 
famous backwoodsman had 
occurred 
in St. Charles county 
on September 
26, 1820, and when the news reached 
the General Assembly two days lat­ 
er, the members of that body passed 
a resolution to wear for twenty days 
a band of crepe on the left arm 
as 
mourning for the intrepid pioneer. In 
the naming of newly organized coun­ 


ties it seemed entirely fitting 
that 
one of them should bear the name of 
the man who had done so much

the westward march of civilization.

The county takes its name from the 
Chariton river which flows

WHAT YOU GET OUT OF IT 


Before anyone becomes too much 
excited at the prospect 
of 
another 
“tax reduction”, let him look at 
the 
figures to see how much Mr. Cool- 
idge’s proposed 
reduction 
amounts 
to. 
Exact figures for 
1926 
income 
tax payments are not yet available, 
but a sufficiently dose estimate can 
be made. It will show that the relief 
to the individual taxpayer would be 
so trifling that there is no reason in 
the world why Congress 
should 
be 
stampeded into accepting the 
Cool- 
idge plan. 
Mr. Coolidge has suggested a 10 to 
15 per cent rebate on income 
taxes 
paid in 1926. 
In view of the higher 
exemption for 1926 we may estimate 
that there are, roughly, 5,000,000 in­ 
come tax payers this year. It is safe 
to say, judging by the figures of the 
previous year, that of all these, 5,- 
250,000 have incomes of 
$10,(KM) 
or 
less. Under the Coolidge plan, a man 
with an income of $10,000 would get 
a 10 per cent refund, amounting 
to 
$10. A man with an income of $5000 
would get a refund of about 
$1.69. 
But the great bulk of the income tax­ 
payers—say 4,750,000 out of 5,500,- 
000—pay on less than $55000. 
They 
would receive funds ranging from 11 
cents to $1 .69. 
Most of them would 
receive about 33 cents. 
In substance this Coolidge plan of­ 
fers about 90 per cent of the taxpay­ 
ers a refund of less than $2. 
At the other end of the scale 
the1 
Coolidge plan does better. 
About 75 
people pay on incomes of over 
S1 ,- 
000,000. 
They would receive refunds 
ranging from about $12,000 to about 
$125,000. 
Except for the stupendously 
rich, 
the whole scheme is just a 
plan to 
return some small change. 
In the light of these figures, Con­ 
gressmen who oppose

need not feel that they will have the 
taxpayers on their backs indignantly 
demanding relief. 
There is no real 
relief in the scheme for more than 
about 75 individuals. 
The relief 
to 
the corporations is also of no press­ 
ing importance. They have all pass­ 
ed on their 1926 taxes to the consum­ 
er, and they will not pass the refund 
to the consumer.

problem

United States Department of Agri 
culture. 
However, as found in 
its 
natural state water always contains 
more or less dissolved and suspended 
material. 
This may consist of harm 
less gases and dirt that the rain has 
carried down in its passage through 
the air, or mineral compounds of var 
ious kinds which the water has ac­ 
quired as it passed through the soil 
or over its surface. 
The latter 
in 
elude a large number of substances 
among the 
most 
important 
being 
compounds of sodium, calcium, mag 
nesium and iron. 
Common salt is the most 
widely 
listributed of the sodium compounds 
and though ordinary soap will 
not 
lather in very salty water, such 
condition would be 
exceptional 
in 
most communities. 
Salt water is not 
termed “hard”. 
Compounds of calcium, magnesium 
and iron react with 
soap, 
forming 
new materials which do not dissolve 
in water and appear as a sticky, un­ 
pleasant scum. 
Thus not only is the 
soap destroyed and rendered no long 
t r available for making suds, but the 
scum settles on the clothes in specks 
or gives them a gray tinge. 
Such 
water is spoken of as “hard”. In the 
case of iron compounds often brown 
stains also are left. 
Distillation is the best method of 
rendering fit for use water that 
i.- 
excessively alkaline, acid, 
or 
salty 
but is impractical in the home. 
Fil­ 
tration and softening by means 
of 
boiling or by the addition o f \ ‘hemi 
cals are the usual methods used 
in 
the household. 
The use of washing 
soda is 
an 
inexpensive 
method of 
treating hard water. 
One pound of 
soda is dissolved in .l quart of water, 
and 2 tablespoon« of 
this 
solution 
used for each gallon of water. Other 
chemicals may also 
be 
used. 
The 
greatest difficulty in using tjiem is de­ 
termining the quantity required 
by 
the degree of hardness of the water. 
This information can usually be ob­ 
tained from the nearest water labor­ 
atory; and if the trouble experienced 
is a permanent condition, it will be 
worth while to have a sample ar.alyz 
ed. 
Detailed 
information 
about 
treating hard and other 
waters 
to 
make them satisfactory for laundry 
purposes is given in a new bulletin 
on home laundering recently

gineer, La Motte, 
associated 
with 
Renault between 1725 and 1740. 
Other 
historians, 
among 
them 
Louis Houck, Bossu and Bernard La 
Harpe, claim that the 
first 
white 
man, of whom we have any authen 
tic account, discovered and operated 
the mines about 1715 and that he was 
Antoine de la Motte Caddillac, gov 
ernor-general of the colony of Louis 
iana and that the mines took 
their 
name from him. 
Drien D’Artaguitte, under date of 
April, 1723, says: 
“From 
the salt 
spring on the left side of the Missis 
sippi, going west fourteen leagues, is 
the region of the mines which M 
de 
la Motte Caddillac opened up about 
the year 1715”. 
Other reports, preserved in the ar­ 
chives of France mention the Mine 
La Motte at dates prior to Renault’s 
time. 
Louis Houck calls 
attention 
to the fact that Renault's grant call­ 
ed for two leagues of land at the mine 
called Mine La Motte, which seems 
to refute the claim that the 
name 
came from a man of that name 
in 
Renault’s employ. 
Louis- Houck in Volume 
1, 
page 
378, tells of an Indian attack on the 
mines, which resulted in the killing 
of Joseph Valle, son of Don Francisco 
Valle, and six other persons. 
In the January issue for 1926 
of 
The Missouri Historical review there 
is a splendid story oi*01d Mine La 
Motte, written by 
Rev. E. Rothen- 
steiner, that should be read by 
all 
interested in Missouri history and it 
certainly should have a place in 
ev­ 
ery school library in Southeast Mis­ 
souri.

EOR CIRCUIT COURT 


Fred Briggs, Sikeston’s dog catch­ 
er, m ust stand trial at the next term 
of Circuit Court. 
Charged 
by 
Mayor 
N. E. Fuchs 
witf* having on or about the seventh 
day of October maliciously, unlaw­ 
fully and feloniously put and expos­ 
ed poison substances in people’s yards 
with intent th at same should be tok­ 
en and swallowed by domestic ani 
mala and, unlawfully, maliciously and 
feloniously adm inistered poison to do­ 
mestic anim als: to-wit, the dog of one 
Tom Meyers against the peace and 
dignity of the state, Briggs received 
his prelim inary hearing before Ju s­ 
tice of the Peace W. S. Sm ith, S a tu r­ 
day afternoon. Judge Sm ith held th at 
the evidence was sufficient to justify 
the holding of Briggs 
until 
Circuit 
Court and placed his bond at $1000. 
The prosecution based its case 
in 
the large upon the testim ony of two 
witnesses, 
Charles 
Arbaugh 
and 
Mayor Fuchs. 
Mr. A rbaugh's te sti­ 
mony revealed the fact th at on the 
date first set 
for 
the 
prelim inary 
hearing, Briggs paid him a visit try ­ 
ing to straighten out m atters. 
Ar- 
baugh’s dog was one of the number 
poisoned and Briggs told him on the 
occasion of that visit pointing to 
a 
neighbor’s collie, ‘T h e re ’s the dog 
the poison was 
put 
out 
for. 
The 
wrong dog got it”. 
This statem ent was used by 
the 
prosecution as an admission of guilt 
by Briggs, they claiming that he thus 
acknowledged having spread poison. 
Mayor Fuchs stated when on 
the 
witness stand that Briggs had a num ­ 
ber of tim es come to him asking him 
to get the case dropped and prom is­ 
ing that if he would, he would leave 
the state for a period of five years. 
This fact was also taken by the State 
as an admission of guilt by Briggs. 
In addition to these leading 
w it­ 
nesses a num ber of others testified, 
the State calling in the owners of the 
poisoned dogs to show th at they had 
been poisoned, th at their death came 
about shortly after a visit Briggs had 
made to the neighborhood, that pieces 
of bolgona sausage were found about 
the streets and yard*, covered with a 
whitish 
powder 
which 
resembled 
strychnine. 
Dr. L. B. Adams, a vet- 
inary 
surgeon, 
was called 
to the 
rtand. 
He had treated a number of 
the dogs and he testified that they 
had died of convulsions which from 
all indications were caused by stryc- 
nine poisoning. 
W. E. I>erris, retail 
druggist, testified that on four differ­ 
ent occasions, Briggs had bought 64 
grains of powdered strychnine with 
which to poison dogs. 
In cross exam ining the witness, the 
<k*fense brought out the facts 
that 
none of the witnesses had seen Briggs 
adm inistering poison, 
carrying any 
suspicious 
looking 
packages 
or 
throw ing 
anything 
about 
in 
the 
streets and that there was no certain­ 
ty th at the dogs actually died of poi­ 
son. 
They also showed that Briggs had 
stated in buying the strychnine 
his 
reason for so doing which, from the 
nature of his profession, was a legi­ 
tim ate one. 
W itnesses for the defense testified 
th at Briggs was in the habit of kill­ 
ing dogs in the pound by poisoning 
them and th at this task was clearly 
in line with his duties as dog catcher 
for the city. 
In the summing up the case, 
the 
prosecuting attorney indicated 
that 
during the month of October, licens 
ed dogs were promiscuously killed in 
an unlawful and felonious 
m anner, 
that 
the 
circm ustancial 
evidence 
clearly showed the dogs were killed 
by strychnine 
poison 
placed upon 
m eat which was scattered about the 
streets in a manner that was danger 
ous to the lives of children as well as 
dogs, th at the defendant had made a 
practical confession of guilt to 
Mr. 
A rbaugh in adm itting that the poi­ 
son was put there and the wrong dog 
got it, th a t the fact the defendant of­ 
fered to leave town if the case was 
dropped was another 
admission 
of 
guilt. 
The defense then tried 
to 
show 
th at the evidence brought forth was 
purely circum stancial, 
th at 
not 
a 
v single witness swore th at 
the 
dogs 
were actually poisoned by strychnine, 
th at not one 
saw 
Briggs 
actually 
poisoning the dogs, that the purchas 
of the strychnine was made 
clearly 
in the line of his duties as dog catch­ 
er th a t he might poison dogs in 
the 
pound and that 
such circum stancial 
evidence was not sufficient to justify 
the court in holding the case over to 
circuit court. 
In bringing the case to a close, the 
prosecution reverted back to the tes­ 
timony of the Mayor and to Mr. A r­ 


baugh, asking the question, th a t 
if 
the poison was put out for another 
dog and not Mr. A rbaugh’s, who put 
It there? 
He rested the case by sta t­ 
ing that this evidence was more than j 
circum stancial, it was 
an admission 
which of itself was sufficient to b rin g ' 
about a conviction. 
Judge Smith then stated th at upon 
the evidence presented the case would 
have to be held over to the Circuit 
Court.

Lillard county, which is the pres­ 
ent Lafayette county, was organized 
from the northw estern part of Coop­ 
er. 
The county was probably 
first 
named for Colonel William Lillard, a 
representative 
from Cooper county, 
who had served as a colonel in

Revolutionary w ar and had been one 
of the forty-one delegates who fram ­ 
ed MHwouri’s first constitution. 
The 
five commissioners appointed by sec­ 
tion 2 of the act to select the site of 
the county seat, were Jam es Lillard, 
John Duston, 
Jam es 
Bounds, 
Sr., 
David McClelland and 
David W ard. 
It has always been assumed th at the 
county was named for Jam es Lillard, 
since he was one of th f five commis­ 
sioners. 
However, 
the 
evidence 
seems to point to 
Colonel 
William 
Lillard, Revolutionary W ar 
veteran 
and constitution m aker, who was 
a 
member of the first General Assem­ 
bly at the tim e of the organization of 
Lillard county. 
The 
first 
county 
court was held at the town of 
Mt. 
Vernon, pending the selection of the 
county seat by 
the 
commissioners. 
The county bore the name of Lillard 
until February 16, 1825, when, by an 
act approved on this day, the name 
was changed to Lafayette, in honor of 
the Marquis de L afayette, then a vis­ 
itor 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
change was doubtless inspired by the 
proposed visit of 
the 
distinguished 
Frenchm an to St. Louis.

Ralls was 
taken 
from the northw estern 
portion

the legislator 
whose vote, cast when he was dying,

H. Benton

Barton was chosen without

souri Hotel. 
Ralls, one of 
Benton’s 
supporters, was seriously ill in

When the 
time arrived for the final vote on the 
election of senators he was carried in­ 
to the legislative cham ber and 
cast 
his vote for Benton. 
He died before 
the close of the month. 
The commissioners of Ralls county, 
as named in the act of organization, 
were: Dabney Jones, Jam es G arnett, 
Richard Jones, Stephen Glassock and 
Francis G rant. 
In accordance with 
the provision of section 4 of the law, 
the first courts were to be held 
at 
the house of William Jam ison “un­ 
til the commissioners aforesaid, shall 
provide a court house and jail at the 
place they may select as the seat of 
justice for said county”. 
Provisions for the organization of 
the counties of Boone, Chariton, and 
Ray were contained in the law of No­ 
vember 16, 1829, entitled “An act de 
fining the lim its of Howard 
county, 
and laying off new counties within 
the lim its of said county, as hereto­ 
fore defined”. 
Boone County, which comprised 
part of the southeastern portion 
of 
the vast territory at that time em 
braced in Howard county, was named 
for Daniel Boone. 
The death of the 
famous backwoodsman had 
occurred 
in St. Charles county 
on Septem ber 
26, 1820, and when the news reached 
the General Assembly two days lat 
er, the members of th at body passed 
a resolution to w ear for tw enty days 
a band of crepe on the left 
arm 
as 
m ourning for the intrepid pioneer. In 
the naming of newly organized coun 


ties it seemed entirely fitting 
that 
one of them should hear the name of 
the man who had done so much 
in 
clearing a path in the wilderness for 
the westward march of civilization. 
The commissioners appointed to se­ 
lect the county seat of Boone were: 
John Gray, Absalom Ilickc, I^urence 
Bass, David Jackson, and 
Jefferson 
Fulcher. 
The first courts were held 
at Sm ithton, the site of which is now 
included in the town of Columbia. Co­ 
lumbia became the perm anent sect of 
justice of Boone county on November 
15, 1821. 
Chariton county was formed from 
the northw estern part 
of 
Coward. 
Richard Woodspn, Lawson Durning- 
ton, Hiram C raig, William Pierce and 
Baylor Banks were the commission­ 
ers named to select the county seat. 
The county takes its name from the 
Chariton river which flows 
through 
the eastern p art and joins the Missou­ 
ri river at the extrem e southern end 
of the county. 
Tradition has it lhat 
the river Chariton derived its name 
from one of the 
early 
French 
fur 
traders who came to the region some­ 
time prior to 1800. 
The area contained in Ray county, 
as originally organized by the 
act 
above referred to, included “all that 
part of 
Howard 
county, 
west of 
Grand river to the boundary line 
of 
this S t a t e ....” 
Practically all of the 
territory north and west of Ray coun­ 
ty was also added to it “for all civil, 
m ilitary and judicial purposes”, un­ 
til it should be organized into sepa­ 
rate counties. 
The county was named 
for John Ray, a member of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention of 1820 from 
Howard County, who 
died

Exact figures for 
1926 
income 
tax payments are not yet available, 
but a sufficiently close estimate can 
be made. It will show that the relief 
to the individual taxpayer would be 
si» trifling that there is no reason in 
the world why Congress 
should 
la* 
stampeded into accepting 
the 
Cool- 
idgc plan. 
Mr. Coolidge has suggested a 10 to 
15 per cent rebate on income 
taxes 
paid in 1920. 
In view of the higher 
exemption for 1920 we may estimate 
that there are, roughly, 5,000,000 in­ 
come tax payers this year. It is safe 
to say, judging by the figun*s of the 
previous year, that of all these, 5,- 
250,000 have income* of $10,000 
or 
less. Under the Coolidge plan, a man 
with an income of $10,000 would get 
a 10 per cent refund, amounting 
to 
$10. A man with an income of $5000 
would get a refund of about 
$1.69. 
But the great bulk of the income tax­ 
payers—»ay 4,750,000 out of 6,500,- 
000—pay on less than $55000, 
They 
would receive funds ranging from 11 
cents to $1.69. 
M<»st of them would 
receive about 33 cents. 
In substance this Coolidge plan of 
fers about 90 per cent of the taxpay­ 
ers a refund of less than $2. 
At the other end of the scale 
the 
Coolidge plan does better. 
About 75 
people pay on incomes of over 
$1,- 
000,000. 
They would receive refunds 
ranging from about $12,000 to about 
$125,000. 
Except for the stupendously 
rich 
the whole scheme is just a 
plan to 
return some small change. 
In the light of these figures, Con­ 
gressmen who oppose 
the 
scheme 
need not feel that they will have the 
taxpayers on their backs indignantly 
demanding relief. 
There is no real 
relief in the scheme for more than 
about 75 individuals. 
The relief 
to 
the corporations is also of no press 
ing importance. 
They have all pass 
ed on their 1926 taxes to the consum 
er, and they will not pass the refund 
to the consumer. 
This being the case, there are 
no 
political reasons for hurrying to com 
ply with a proposal that is so 
obvi 
ously political in its conception and 
its purpose. Mr. Coolidge badly need 
ed something to offset 
the 
loss 
of 
prestige he suffered in the election 


Apparently without 
consulting 
the 
Treasury very carefully or the finan­ 
cial leaders of Congress, he made this 
proposal on the theory that "tax re­ 
duction” was his ace of trumps. 
The whole plan is ill-considered and 
unsound policy. 
Congress ought not 
to refund taxes out of a surplus that 
ha* not yet been collected. The fiscnl 
year does not end till June 30, 
and 
there are still three tax collections to 
be made before this theoretical sur­ 
plus actually exists in the Treasury.

tee now that it will be. 
It is Balkan 
finance to spend a surplus that is not 
yet in hand.—Post-Dispatch.

If every home could hnve an abund­ 
ance of perfectly pun* 
water, 
the 
home-laundry 
problem 
would 
be 
greatly simplified, according to 
the 
United States Department of Agri- 
ulture. 
However, as found in 
its 
natural state water always contains 
more or less dissolved and suspended 
material. 
This may consist of harm­ 
less gases ami dirt that the rain has 
carried down in its passage through 
the air, or mineral compounds of var­ 
ious kinds which the water has ac- 
juired as it passed through the soil 
or over its surface. 
The latter 
in- 
lude a large number of substances, 
among the 
most 
important 
being 
compounds of sodium, calcium, mag­ 
nesium and iron. 
Common salt is the most 
widely 
listributed of the sodium compounds, 
nd though ordinary soap will 
not 
lather in very salty water, such 
a 
ondition would be 
exceptional 
in 
most communities. Salt water is not 
termed “hard”. 
Compounds of calcium, magnesium, 
and iron react with 
soap, 
forming 
new' materials which do not dissolve 
in water and appear as a sticky, un 
pleasant scum. 
Thus not only is the 
soap destroyed and rendered no long- 
tr available for making suds, but the 
scum settles on the clothes in specks 
or gives them a gray tinge. 
Such 
water is spoken of as “hard”. 
In the 
case of iron compounds often brown 
stains also are left. 
Distillation is the best method of 
rendering fit for use water that 
is 
excessively alkaline, acid, 
or 
salty 
but is impractical in the home. 
Fil­ 
tration and softening by means 
of 
boiling or by the addition ofXhemi- 
eals are the usual methods used 
in 
the household. 
The use of washing 
soda is 
an 
inexpensive 
method of 
treating hard water. 
One pound of 
soda is dissolved in 1 quart of water 
and 2 tablespoons of 
this 
solution 
used for each gallon of water. Other 
chemicals may also 
be 
used. 
Th 
greatest difficulty in using tjiem is de 
termining the quantity required 
by 
the degree of hardness of the water 
Thus information can usually be ob 
tained from the nearest water labor 
atory; and if the trouble experienced 
is u permanent condition, it will be 
worth while to have a sample ar.alyz 
ed. 
Detailed 
information 
about 
treating hard and other 
waters 
to 
make them satisfactory for laundry 
purposes is given in a new bulletin 
on home laundering recently 
issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture.

prospect that a Scotchman ever sees 
is the high road that leads him 
to 
England”, but then he was not an au­ 
thority on Scotland. 
In the case of 
Sir W alter Scott, however, 
he 
in 
his earlier writings used 
the 
term 
Scot, Scottish and Scotch quite im­ 
partially, but later in his career sel­ 
dom used the word "Scotch". 
How­ 
ever, one of his 
earliest 
published 
works was the 
Minstrelsy

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
FOR MISSOURI, 1925 


Washington, D. C., November 19. 
—The Department of Commerce an­ 
nounces that, according 
to 
the 
re­ 
turns received, 
there 
were 
38,949 
marriages performed in Missouri dur­ 
ing the year 1925 as compared with 
39,752 in 1924, representing 
a 
de­ 
crease of 803, or 2 per cent. 
During the year 1925 there were 9,- 
438 divorce*« granted in the state, as 
compared with 9104 in 1924, repre­ 
senting an increase of 334, or 3.7 per 
cent. 
The estimated population of Mis­ 
souri on July 1, 1925, was 
3,483,730 
and on July 1, 1924, 3,469,845. On the 
basis of these estimates, the num­ 
ber of marriages per 1000 of the pop­ 
ulation was 2.71 in 1925, as against 
2.62 in 1924. 
The number of marriages was fur­ 
nished by the Recorder of Deeds and 
the number of divorces by the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court of each county. 
The figures for 1925 are preliminary 
and subject to correction. 
In Scott County 
there 
were 
in 
1925, 230 marriages as against 291 
in 1924; and, at the same time, there 
were 42 divorces in 1925 while 
in 
1924 there were only 32.
